CONGRESS HANGS ON 


The senate action in voting to retain 


in the hands of congress the authority 
to direct the reorganization and con- 
solidation o£ government departments 
and the elimination of unnecessary 
bureaus, oners little hope that the 
work will be accomplished either with 
dispatch or efficiency. 


The President has said that he stood 


ready to accomplish this difficult task 
and under the program initiated by 
him, a bill v/as introduced for that pur- 
pose. It was not surprising that con- 
gress refused to grant him this author- 
it}'. Imaginations must be stretched to 
visualize the congress placing the po- 
litically constituted departments and 
bureaus at the mercy of an executive 
intent upon cutting government ex- 
penses to the absolute limit to appease 
the growing wrath of overburdened 
taxpayers. 


A politically constituted congress 


may not be expected to curtail to a 
substantial degree a bureaucratic gov- 
ernment that congress itself largely 
created. Might as well expect a debat- 
ing society to direct the efficient oper- 
ation of an army corps with the enemy 
in sight. 


For a quarter of a century similar 


programs have been before congress 
but nothing -was ever accomplished 
toward constructive reorganization. On 
the contrary, government activities 
have expanded to an almost unbeliev- 
able extent. A radical reduction in this 
expense is now necessary and is a re- 
sponsibility that congress desires to 
assume, but most likely will not. It 
thinks too much of saving political 
jobs to save government expenditures. 


The President alone is indicated as 


the competent authority to direct mea- 
sures as drastic as are required for the 
purposes sought. He is under no obli- 
gations to protect jobs; he is not in- 
fluenced by political log-rolling and 
trading of votes or other political ex- 
pediencies; he is better qualified to 
judge those public services that are es- 
sential. 


The President canot be held respon- 


sible for failure to curtail government 
expenses unless he is given the power 
and responsibility for action. He has 
expressed a willingness to assume it. 
The congress should give him this au- 
thority. Otherwise there is little hope 
of saving the millions of dollars that 
are now being needlessly devoured.

Washington— Congress may be giv- 


ing evidence now 
and then of Im- 


pulsiveness and a tendency to disre- 
gard leadership, but when the pres- 
ent session has ended it 
is safe to 


predict that the budget 
will have 


been balanced and a new tax law 
framed that represents 
a compro- 


mise of many conflicting points of 
Tiew now stubbornly resisting high- 
er taxes. 


This congress is wholly unlike any 


In recent years — in fact its parallel 
Is the congress of war days. Tlie on- 
ly difference is that 
while an emer- 


gency of great size is recognized, 
there is not the same necessity for 
haste in handling legislation and no 
'feeling- that bills have to be rushed 
through on the minute. There Is also 
larking that same understanding of 
legislative needs that came with the 
mobilization of men 
and resources 
for war. 


"With this handicap in mind, the 


present congress may be regarded as 
having1 already transcended all ex- 
pectations. And the hysteria of the 
past week and the 
controversies 
that have arisen over the methods of 
taxation are the normal and" neces- 
sary processes through which con- 
gress must proceed before there can 
be agreement on major questions. 


Expenses to be Cat 


Even on reduction of expenses on 
which the demand from all parts of 
the country is growing every day, 
there Is a slow but steady growth of 
sentiment inside congress that will 
result in the most drastic 
cuts the 


federal budget has ever 
suffered. 


The discussion over salary 
reduc- 
tions Is having an effect and some 
reorganization of the federal payroll 
is now considered inevitable. 


The point is that members of con- 
gress are being told by 
their con- 


stituents that if high taxes 
must 


come then they will be in 
a better 


frame of mind to- accept them when 
It is' apparent that government ex- 
penses feave been- cut to the bone. 
To the argument that not much can 
b« accomplished by the reductions, 
relatively speaking, as so much of 
government, appropriations 
repre- 


sent commitments like public debt 
payments that cannot be repudiated, 
the answer is made that every little 
bit helps and that the psychological 
advantage of a government econom- 
izing in its own expenses will be in- 
calculable. 


To cut expenses will take iome. To 


frame a anew tax bill will take time 
too. There will be plenty of revolts 
in the house and senate before it is 
over. In reprc-entative government 
these conflicts are considered natur- 
al and -are not different from -what 
has been happening in other parlia- 
mentary bodies in various countries 
The experience 
of Great Britain in 


cutting- expenses last year is recalled 
as an example of how 
painful the 


process may be, but now the British 
are reaping the benefits of their ac- 
tion 
in. increased 
prestige 
and 


•strengthened international credit. 


This is one reason 
why there Is 
such Insistence- now that the budget 
of the United States.be balanced as 
a means of stimulating public confi- 
dence which, is held to be a major 
factor in. business improvement.

He sought a 
way of extricating the best minds 
from the "^a»s and drawing them in* 
to government. He managed Seth 
IxtWs campaign in 1897 and became 
president of the Citizens' Union in 
1903. He helped lick Boss Crofcer and 
became himself a, sort of de luxe 
boss—so characterized at any rate. 
He always wore evening clothes at 
political meetings, no matter how 
rowdy the assembly. 


The town just wouldn't stay re-

has passed. 


A good south window enjoying al- 


most full sunlight, or a box window 
facing south,

ferred.

should be prepared carefully. A mix- 


age is essential, as too much mois- 
ture Is likely to cause "damping off," 
a fungus disease. 


Soil for Transplants 


For the earliest germination, soil 


need not have much organic matter. 
But If plants are started early in the 
season it usually is wiee 
to trans- 


plant them to other soil as soon as 
the first few true leaves develop. 


For transplants, a soil -frith consid- 


erable organic matter is desirable— 
sphagnum, finely granulated peat, 
or leaf mold rubbed through a sieve 
and mixed with fine garden loam. 
In boxes the plants may be spaced 
an inch to -an inch and a half apart; 
if in pots, singly or in pairs with the 
expectation of pinching out the less 
thrifty of the two plants.
